out their inspection are conducive to sound education, to efficiency on the part of 
the teachers, and to fairness and uniformity in their treatment ; and whether any, 
and, if so, what changes are desirable in the system of inspection; and also to 
report on the relations of the Commissioners and their Inspectors to the teachers : 
and upon the rules and regulations of the Commissioners with regard to the conduct 
of the teachers, and especially as to whether such rules and regulations unduly 
restrict the liberty of the teachers in any respect, and whether in any cases some 
notice of the intention to make new rules should be published, and whether due
